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PROGRAMMING 

Pacifica  Stations  have  always  been  unpredictable,  probably 
because  they  are  loose  amalgamations  of  people,  not  tightly 
structured  systems.  Organizations  worry  about  economics; 
people  keep  on  doing  what  they  like  to  do  and  adjust  to 
conditions.  Our  programming  for  this  month  proves  this 
again,  because  despite  our  money  troubles,  January  will  be 
our  best  month  for  listening  in  years. 

To  list  a  bit  of  the  evidence:  from  the  Public  Affairs 
Dept.  —  investigative  reports  on  the  collapse  of  a 
neighborhood,  the  health  care  crisis,  the  police,  and  City 
Hall.  From  the  Music  Dept.:  live  broadcasts  of  organ 
concerts  by  Calvin  Hampton;  a  festival  of  rags;  and  what  is 
now  a  tradition  —  the  Scratchy  Groove  Awards  for  the 
year's  musical  turkeys.  From  Drama  and  Literature:  "Plum 
Loco"  —  a  surrealistic  Western  farce;  the  tale  (as  told  by 
herself)  of  an  American  woman  who  became  a  gypsy;  and 
the  continuing  adventures  of  our  resident  troupe  of  radio 
nuts  who  shed  their  shells  during  "Under  the  Gun."  Plus 
lecture  series  by  Herbert  Marcuse,  R.D.  Laing,  Alexander 
Lowen,  and  a  series  of  panels  from  the  National  Conference 
on  Citizens  Rights  in  Broadcasting  about  what's  wrong  with 
TV  and  what  might  be  done  about  it.  And  on  top  of  this, 
reports  from  our  correspondents  in  Israel  (Tom  Ackerman) 
and  Saigon  (Judy  Coburn). 

Meanwhile,  we  are  continuing  to  try  to  trim  our  expenses 
by  cutting  salaries,  laying  off  staff  (several  to  part  time), 
cutting  back  on  the  Folio,  saving  recording  tape,  and  even 
using  fewer  paper  towels.  The  incongruity  is  obvious.  We 
expand  programmatically,  and  because  of  the  recession 
(could  it  be  that  it  is  aimed  at  us,  or  is  this  typical 
paranoia?)  we  contract  organizationally.  The  sad  part  of  it 
is  that  for  the  first  time  in  recent  memory,  in  January  we 
had  virtually  no  spare  time  during  our  broadcast  day  — 
virtually  no  programs  dragged  out  to  fill  a  slot  here  or 
there.  I  can't  help  but  think  what  we  could  do  if  we  had 
those  six  people  back,  and  enough  money  not  to  worry 
about  paper  towels  and  where  the  next  reel  of  tape  will 
come  from.  Which  closes  the  circle:  show  this  folio  to  a 
friend,  and  even  better,  get  him/her  to  listen.  It  is  the  best 
way  for  you  to  make  us  as  strong  as  our  programming.

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YOUR  MONEY 


The  depression,  recession,  slow  down,  winddown,  anti-infla- 
tionary spiral,  hard  times  -  take  your  choice  -  has  arrived 
at  WBAI  in  New  York. 

We  completed  the  month  of  November  far  short  of  our 
projected  income  goal  and  even  quite  far  off  last  year's 
figures  for  the  month  (down  25%).  On  Friday  the  27th  of 
November,  we  were  over  six  weeks  behind  in  staff  salaries 
and,  as  in  the  past,  turned  to  you  again  in  the  form  of  a 
$46,000  'minithon'  to  pay  this  debt  and  other  pressing 
trade  bills. 

As  this  goes  to  the  printer,  we  have  made  the  'minithon' 
pledge  goal  within  three  and  one  half  days,  and  have  thus 
far  collected  over  $  14,000  of  the  pledges  in  cash. 

We  hope  the  economy  and  your  support  revives,  but  have 
had  to  take  painful  steps  to  avoid  getting  into  a  difficult 
debt  situation.  We've  cut  six  people  from  the  staff,  we 
placed  a  few  full  timers  on  a  part  time  schedule,  we've 
shrunk  the  folio  (as  you've  no  doubt  noticed),  and  we're  all 
taking  payroll  cuts  ranging  from  3  to  13%-  ouch.  These 
steps  will  save  us  about  $7,000  per  month,  and  our 
programming  will  no  doubt  suffer.  We'll  try  hard  to  limit 
that  effect. 

The  construction  on  the  Church  is  now  complete,  but 
accoustical  adjustments  remain  and  the  installation  of 
equipment  is  underway.  This  process,  barring  acts  of  God 
and/or  the  Radio  Corporation  of  America,  should  be 
completed  within  six  to  eight  weeks  and  allow  us  to  have  a 
grand  opening  by  the  end  of  January.  We've  raised  thus  far 
$146,750.  of  the  $250,000  necessary  to  complete  the  job. 

We're  hoping  that  you  all  realize  that  the  recent  minithon 
only  helped  us  to  bring  ourselves  up  to  date,  and  doesn't 
meet  our  ongoing  operating  expenses.  The  goal  for  January 
is  $35,000.  We  hope  to  raise  this  amount  by  attracting  800 
new  subscribers,  by  convincing  a  healthy  percentage  of  the 
577  subscribers  whose  subscriptions  expire  this  month  to 
renew.  Donations  above  and  beyond  the  call  are  happily 
accepted.
